2. Citations and explanations 

The present invention concerns synergistic fungicidal 
mixtures containing propamocarb and dithianon. Dl 
describes synergistic fungicidal mixtures containing (N- 
phenylacetyl-N-2, 6-xylyl) methylalaninate and a second 
active substance selected from a list, for example, 
propamocarb or dithianon. Therefore propamocarb and 
dithianon are each known as mixing partners in synergistic 
fungicides; however, it was not known that together they 
have a synergistic effect, since they were rather 
considered alternatives. 



The present application meets the requirements of PCT 
Article 33(2) to (4) since the subject matter of claims 1 
to 7 is novel in light of the prior art as defined in the 
Regulations (PCT Rule 64.1 to 64.3), involves an inventive 
step (PCT Rule 65.1, 65.2) and has industrial 
applicability . 
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
